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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claim 15, drawn to a cosmetic 
composition comprising the vesicle dispersion according to any one of claims 1 to 1 1 in 
the reply filed on November 23, 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground(s) that (1) no adequate reasons and/or examples have been provided to support 
a conclusion of patentable distinctiveness between the identified groups and (2) it has 
not been shown that a burden exist in searching the claims of all three groups . This is 
not found persuasive because this is a 371 application. The standard for a 371 
application is unity of inventions and therefore Applicant's arguments are mute. The 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Priority 

Applicant's claim of priority to JP 2002-196852 filed May 5, 2002 is 
acknowledged. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)- 
(d), which papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-14 and 16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
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linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on November 23, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Claim 15 is under consideration in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ryoichi et al. 
(JP 61-271205-abstract). Ryoichi et al discloses compositions containing 
gylcosylceramide and/or ceramide and a sucrose fatty acid ester that are used to 
formulate a lotion, a milky lotion or a cream. 

It is noted that Ryoichi et al. do not explicitly teach an aqueous component; 
however, it is the opinion of the Examiner the aqueous component is necessarily 
present in the compositions of Ryoichi et al. because cosmetic lotions and creams are 
emulsions which have an aqueous component. Applicant is invited to provide evidence 
to the contrary.
